S-B.O, 192,— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following ru]e£ regulating the 
recruitment to the post of Director in Central Monitoring Organisation in the

1* Short title and ccnmioncenient. — (1) These rules may be called the Ministry

4. Method of recruitment, ase limit and other auaJiflcatloxiiS.— The method of 
recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule: 

Provided that the upper aige limit specified in column 0 of Lhe said Schedule 
for direct recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to tho 
Scheduled Cestes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in accordance 
with the general orders of the Central Government issued from time to time. 


6. Disqualifications. — ^No person^ 

(a) who has entered Into or contracted a marriage with a person having 

a spouse Iwhig, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living has entered Into qt contracted a marriage 

with any person.

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6. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of the opinion that U Ifl 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded In 
writing, and in consultation with Union Public Service Commission, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or 
the post.

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S.R.O. 193. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 184 of the Navy 
Act, 1957 (62 of 1957), the Central Government hereby makes the following regula- 
tions further to amend the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and Miscellane- 
ous Regulations, 1964, namely:— 

1. These regulations may be called the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service 
and Miscellaneous (Second Amendment) Regulations, ly71. 


2. In the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and Miscellaoieous Regida- 
tlons, 1964— 


(a) in regulation 179, for sub-regulation (2), the following sub^regulations 
shall be substituted, namely:— 

'^(2) Officers of all branches shall normally be placed on the retired list, 
on their earning the maximum pension of their raink, if this occurs 
earlier than their attaining the age limits mentioned in sub-regula- 
tion (1), but not before they attain the age of 48 years. They may,* 
if regulred, be retained on the active list until they reach the affo 
of compulsory retirement of the rank held. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained In sub-regulation^ (1^ and (2), 
officers of all branches may be allowed to retire, at the discretion, 
of the Government at any time before they reach the age of 
48 years." 


(b; in regulation 180, for sub-regulation (2), the following sub- regulations 
shall be substituted, namely: — 


“(2) Officers shall normally be placed on the retired list on their earning; 
the maximum pension of their rank, if this occurs earlier than their 
attaining the age limits mentioned in sub-regulation (D, but not 
before they attain the age of 48 years. They may, If iiequlred, be^ 
retained on the active list until they reach the age of compulsory 
retirement of the rank held. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained In sub-regulations (1) and (2),. 
oflflcers may be allowed to retire, at the discretion of the Govern- 
ment, at any lime before they reach the age of 48 yearsw"
